Black  Lake  Study  To  Be  Conducted 


Northwestern  has  received  funds 
for  the  first  phase  of  a  proposed 
three-year  study  directed  toward 
the  development  of  a  control  plan 
for  submergent  aquatic  weeds  in 
Black  Lake. 

Placid  Oil  Company  awarded 
$5,000  to  Northwestern  to  launch 
the  study.  Announcing  plans  for 
the  research  program  in  the  area 
lake  were  President  Amol  R.  Kil- 
patrick of  Northwestern,  W.  B. 
Nethery  of  Placid  Oil  and  William 
Ackel,  chairman  of  the  Northwest 
Louisiana  Fish  and  Game  Preserve 
Commission. 

Dr.  Dana  R.  Sanders,  plant  ecol- 
ogy and  plant  taxonomy  instructor 
in  the  NSU  Department  of  Biologi- 
cal Sciences,  will  serve  as  director 
of  the  project.  He  will  be  assisted 
by  graduate  student  Joe  Allen 
Jones  of  Natchitoches. 

Sanders  said  the  initial  phase  of 
the  program  will  be  the  collection 
of  preliminary  cl^  :a  re'ated  to  water 
chemistry,  soil  and  plant  popula- 
tions of  the  lai;e. 

One  particular  plant,  Cabomba, 
will  be  studied  in  detail.  This  is  the 
mo^*^  ?:  ous  problem  species  in 
Bla^..  Lake,  according  to  NSU 
sci  nti  ts.  Among  experiments  to 
be  conducted  are  those  dealing  with 
seea  production,  viability  and  dor- 
mancy. Also,  seedling  requirements 
and  growth  rate  will  be  studied.

Space  Expanded 

Three  lots  and  an  apartment 
building  which  adjoin  the  North- 
western campus  on  Warrington 
Place  in  Shreveport  have  been  pur- 
chased by  the  university  from  the 
Laskey  estate. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
of  Northwestern  said  the  additional 
space  was  necessary  to  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  students  and 
faculty  memb'^rs  in  the  NSU  Col- 
lege of  Nursing  at  Shreveport  and 
for  persons  participating  in  numer- 
ous classes  offered  on  the  campus 
by  the  university's  Division  of  Con- 
tinuing Education. 

Northwestern  built  a  huge,  mod- 
ern building  on  Warrington  Place 
near  Schumpert's  Hospital  several 
years  ago  to  serve  as  a  dormitory, 
classroom  and  office  complex  for 
nursing  students  involved  in  clini- 
cal training  in  Shreveport  hospitals 
and  for  special  night  and  Saturday 
classes  offered  for  per.sons  in  the 
Shreveport  area. 

Growth  in  the  College  of  Nursing 
and  expansion  of  the  continuing 
education  program  have  made  it 
necessary  to  provide  more  parking 
space,  faculty  offices  and  housing 
for  male  nursing  students. 

The  5,200  square  foot  apartment 
complex  will  be  used  for  faculty 
offices  and  tc  house  male  students 
participating  in  clinical  training  in 
the  College  of  Nursing.  Work  will 
begin  immediately  to  clear  the 
area  for  additional  parking  space. 
Kilpatrick  said  the  tract  will 
eventually  be  hard-surfaced. 

Northwestern  has  some  120  full- 
time  nursing  students  residing  in 
the  Shreveport  facility,  and  a  sig- 
nificiant  increase  is  anticipated  in 
the  number  of  clinical  students 
in  Shreveport  by  next  fall.  In  ad- 
dition, Northwestern  will  conduct 
18  night  classes  on  the  Shreveport 
campus  this  spring,  with  some  400 
participants  expected.

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Industrial  Arts 
Institute  Slated 

The  Department  of  Industrial 
Education  and  Technology  at 
Northwestern  has  received  a  grant 
of  $56,0"  I  from  the  federal  Educa- 
tion Proiessional  Development  of- 
fice to  conduct  a  summer  institute 
for  industrial  arts  teachers. 

Dr.  Walter  Robinson,  head  of 
the  NSU  Department  of  Industrial 
Education  and  Technology,  said  the 
institute  will  be  directed  toward 
the  certification  of  industrial  arts 
teachers  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
public   schools   of  Louisiana. 

Robinson  explained  that  there  is 
a  severe  shortage  of  certified  in- 
dustrial arts  teachers  in  the  state. 
He  said  more  than  100  industrial 
arts  programs  in  the  public  schools 
have  been  closed  or  are  being  in- 
structed by  uncertified  teachers. 

Twelve  hours  of  undergraduate 
credit  will  be  awarded  for  the 
summer  institute,  which  is  sche- 
duled for  the  nine-week  period  of 
iMay  31  to  July  30.  Regular  class 
schedules  will  be  followed  during 
the  live-day  weeks. 

Serving  as  director  of  the  in- 
stitute will  he  Dwayne  Gilbert,  as- 
sociate professor  of  industrial  edu- 
cation and  technology.  Consultants 
will  be  other  faculty  members  in 
the  department  and  Dr.  Ivan  Beard- 
en  of  the  College  of  Education. 

Members  of  the  Northwestern 
faculty  will  also  provide  in-service 
training  for  institute  participants 
next  fall  as  part  of  the  post-insti- 
tute service  offered  through  the 
grant  program. 

Only  24  participants  will  be  se- 
lected for  the  institute.  Each  par- 
ticipant will  receive  $75  a  week 
iind  each  eligible  dependent  $15  a 
week  for  the  nine-week  period. 
Northwestern  will  cooperate  with 
participating  school  systems  in  the 
selection   of   institute  participants.

Northwestern  has  been  selected 
to  host  the  annual  Northwest  Loui- 
siana Scholastic  Rally  on  March  20. 

.More  than  1,000  students  from 
50  surrounding  schools  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  program.  Eligible 
to  compete  are  students  in  grades 
nine  through  12. 

Rallies  director  Harrel  Haile  said 
Northwestern  will  conduct  this 
year's  rally  in  cooperation  with  the 
Louisiana  High  School  Rally  As- 
sociation to  help  qualify  students 
for  the  state  rally,  which  will  be 
held  at  Louisiana  State  University 
later  in  the  spring. 

A.  C.  Schiro  of  Merryville,  chair- 
man of  the  Northwest  Louisiana 
Scholastic  Rallies,  said  participat- 
ing schools  will  select  one  represen- 
tative for  competition  in  each  of 
the  more  than  40  categories. 

To  top  five  winners  in  each  of 
the  eight  broad  subject  areas  will 
receive  certificates,  according  to 
Haile. 

Students  will  be  administered 
tests  in  the  areas  of  commerce, 
home  economics,  English,  foreign 
languages,  mathematics,  social  stud- 
ies, science  and  vocational  agricul- 
ture. Tests  will  be  given  in  specia- 
lized subjects  under  each  general 
academic  area.

Tests  will  be 
administered  at  9  a.m.,  10  a.m.  and 
11  a.m.  in  NSU  academic  buildings.

Field  Study  Set 
In  Rehabilitation 

Northwestern  has  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Veterans 
Administration  Hospital  of  Shreve- 
port  for  the  establishment  of 
a  field  study  program  for  NSU  re- 
habilitation majors. 

Seniors  majoring  in  rehabilita- 
tion will  work  six  to  eight  hours  a 
week  in  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion hospital  under  the  supervision 
of  hospital  personnel.  Three  hours 
credit  will  be  given  for  the  field 
experience  program,  which  begins 
in  the  spring  semester. 

Dr.  Richard  Galloway  of  the 
Northwestern  faculty  will  direct  the 
field  experience  program,  which  is 
similar  to  Northwestern's  student 
teaching  field  study  program  in 
education. 

Galloway  said  Northwestern  is 
the  only  college  or  university  in 
Louisiana  which  offers  undergradu- 
ate degrees  in  rehabilitation.  The 
field  study  program  is  also  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  state. 


Biology  Program 
Funded  By  NSF 

The  Department  of  Biological 
Sciences  at  Northwestern  has  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  $45,000  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  to 
support  a  College-School  Science 
Project  in  biology  curriculum 
study. 

Two  high  school  biology  teachers 
and  one  science  supervisor  from 
each  of  12  parishes  will  participate 
in  the  program,  which  will  be  held 
during  the  summer  term. 

The  12  cooperating  parishes  are 
Avoyelles,  Bossier,  DeSoto,  Jack- 
son, Natchitoches,  Ouachita,  Ra- 
pides, Richland,  Sabine,  St.  Mar- 
tin, Vermillion  and  Webster. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Erwin,  head  of  the 
NSU  department  of  biological  sci- 
ences, will  direct  the  project.  Er- 
win will  attend  the  National  Sci- 
ence Foundation's  director's  meet- 
ing in  Denver,  Colo.,  later  this 
month  to  prepare  for  the  project. 

Erwin  said  the  grant  funds  will 
be  used  for  a  biological  sciences 
curriculum  study-patterns  and  pro- 
cesses. The  materials  are  specifical- 
ly designed  for  high  school  stu- 
dents who  are  underachievers. 

Participants  in  the  program  will 
be  on  the  Northwestern  campus  for 
eight  weeks  during  the  summer  of 
1971.  During  the  following  aca- 
demic year,  members  of  the  pro- 
ject staff  will  visit  the  classrooms 
of  participating  teachers  for  ob- 
servation and  assistance'  in  the 
presentation  of  the  nevly-develop- 
ed  materials. 

Also  scheduled  during  the  year 
are  four  day-long  Saturday  meet- 
ings where  staff  members  and  the 
participating  teachers  and  super- 
visors will  take  part  i  i  discussion 
sessions. 

According  to  Erwin.  (he  project 
also  provides  for  the  assignment 
of  24  high  school  stu  lonts  to  be 
selected  by  the  principals  of  Nat- 
chitoches Central  High  School.  The 
students  will  enroll  during  the 
summer  in  a  Patterns  and  Processes 
class  at  Northwestern  and  will  be 
used  for  observation  and  appren- 
tice teaching  by  the  grant-support- 
ed participants.

'^'  Northwestern's  radiology  pro- 
gram is  structured  according  to 
standards  established  by  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association  and  the 
American  Registry  of  Radiologic 
Technologists  to  prepare  highly 
qualified  X-Ray  and  radiation  ther- 
apy technologists. 

Assisting  Bienvenu  in  the  co- 
ordination of  the  program  is  Dr.

Four  !n  Row  Puts  NSU  In  Third  In  Loop  Race 


Winning  their  last  four  games, 

Xonhw  estern  Stale  University's 
Demons  concluded  the  first  half  of 
their  Gulf  States  Conference  bas- 
ketball schedule  with  a  4-2  record, 
good  enough  for  a  third  place 
standing. 

Nationals -ranked  Louisiana  Tech 
t6<t^  and  Southwestern  Louisiana 
tS-l^  stood  abo\e  Northwestern, 
and  pinned  the  Demons  with  their 
earl}  lea^^ue  defeats. 

But  here  on  T>Ties  Hildebrand's 
club  catches  both  teams  aloag  with 
two  of  the  four  other  GSC  schools 


at  Natchitoches,  and  could  con- 
cei\-ably  move  into  title  conten- 
tion. 

"We  feel  were  in  the  race." 
says  Hildebrand.  whose  team  was 
picked  to  finish  no  higher  than 
fourth  in  the  pre-season  pools. 
"We"re  playing  a  lot  better  ball 
now  than  we  were  earlier  in  the 
season.  All  we've  got  to  do  is 
keep  going." 

Northwestern"s  conference  wins 
have  been  SS-82  over  NichoUs 
State.  100-88  over  Northeast  Loui- 
siana. 73-72  over  Southeastern  Loui- 
siana and  85-78  over  McXeese  State. 


The  Nicbolls  and  Northeast ! 
games  were  played  at  Natchitoches. 
Postman  Thurman  Baptiste  pump- 
ed in  32  points  against  NichoUs 
while  forward  Marvin  Willett  net- 
ted 28  and  guard  Vernon  Wilson 
canned  27  against  Northeast,  the 
pre-season  GSC  pick. 

A  free  throw  by  Wilson  with 
five  seconds  left  won  the  Southeast- 
ern game  which  featured  a  25-point 
output  by  Willett.  Wilson  meshed 
33  points  against  McNeese.  while 
Baptiste  claimed  22  rebounds. 

The  win  o\er  McNeese  ran  the 


Demons'  overall  victory  streak  to 
five,  but  they  dropped  a  90-73  non- 
league  road  decision  to  Southern 
(Ark.i  State  their  next  time  out. 
That  left  their  overall  won-lost 
mark  at  9-5  at  the  mid-semester 
break. 

Wilson,  a  sophomore,  leads  the 
Demons  in  scoring,  averaging  22 
points  per  game,  and  Baptiste  is 
tops  in  rebounds,  averaging  9.9 
recoveries  per  game.  Baptiste  ^56 
per  cent  ^  and  Willett  1 76  per  cent) 
set  the  pace  in  field  goal  and  free 
throw  accuracy.

Je:i\-?on  players  signed  to  North- 
••^estern  scholarships. 

West  Jefferson  compiled  a  13-1 
record  and  won  the  .\A-A\  play- 
offs. Usey  was  the  leading  scorer 
in  New  Orleans. 

"Northwestern  got  some  ver>' 
fine  football  prospects  in  these 
boys."  said  West  Jefferson  coach 
Rav  LaToof.  "In  fact  it  looks  to 
me  like  they've  signed  a  lot  of 
real  good  boys."

Wh>  have  the  Demons  been 
winning? 

"During  the  early  part  of  the 
season  we  had  only  two  players 
(.Vernon  Wilson  and  Marvin  Wil- 
lett >  doing  aU  the  scoring  for  us," 
notes  Hildebrand.  "Now  we've  got 
four  player?  averaging  in  double 
figures  and  the  other  (,  Johnny 
Janese^  is  leading  the  confeirnce 
in  assists." 

Wilson,  a  slick  6-foot-3  sopho 
more  guard,  paces  the  Demon  of- 
fense \\ith  a  22.0  scoring  average. 
But  most  important,  he's  rimmed 
in  at  least  20  points  a  game  nine 
times  this  season. 

Keeping  the  defense  honest  with 
his  long-range  sh(Xiting.  Willett 
has  supported  Wilson  well  with  a 
16.2  average.  The  6-foot-5  Willett 
is  also  hitting  49-5  percent  of  his 
field  goal  tries. 

.Another  vital  cog  in  the  Demons' 
hot  streak  has  been  6-foo:4  junior 
center  Thurman  Baptiste.  .Although 
competing  against  much  taller 
pivotmen.  Baptiste  has  performed 
admirably  and  responded  with  a 
13.1  scoring  average  and  a  9.9  re- 
bounding figure. 

Then  there's  Jesse  Horner,  a  6- 
foot-6  junior  forward  from  Minden- 
Webster.  who  has  come  into  his 
ovm  during  the  past  several  games. 
He's  upped  his  scoring  mark  to 
10.1  and  his  defense  has  been 
sparkling. 

Janese,    one    of    two    returning 


starters  from  last  season,  moved 
into  a  new  role  this  season — play- 
maker — and  has  been  h?  most  un- 
selfish player  on  the  team.  He's 
passed  out  85  assists  and  he's  scor- 
ed 113  points. 

.A.nd  when  needed.  NSU  reserve 
guards  Randy  Veuleman  and  .\llen 
Posey,  forwards  Perry  Ball  and 
Stanley  Lee.  and  postman  Jim 
Krajefska  ha\e  come  off  the  bench 
to  aid  the  cause. 

"Our  defense  is  much  better  than 
it  was  during  the  early  part  of 
the  season."  Hildebrand  comment- 
ed, "and  our  rebounding  has  im- 
proved, too." 

"We'll  need  to  continue  our  im- 
provement on  the  boards  and  keep 
up  our  defensive  play  if  we  want 
to  be  a  factor  in  the  GSC  race."
